Increasing attendance for many years has been a function of 
an increasing number of persons in this age group, and an increasing 
proportion of them attending. The changing pattern of age in Canada's 
population will see a lessening of persons in the 18-24 age group in 
the 1980's. Historically, it has accounted for over 80% of full-time 
post-secondary enrolment, and in the last half of the 1970's total 
full-time post-secondary enrolment has represented 19 to 20% of that 
age group. 


The following table shows how the college age population has 
changed and is projected to change through 2001. Its upturn late in 
the century follows an earlier upturn in the elementary and secondary 
school age population.

Students attending institutions outside their home province 
do so for two main reasons: the courses they want are not available, 
or they wish, for whatever other reason, to go elsewhere. Available 
data for full-time university students show, for Canadian students as a 
group, a remarkable consistency for selected years from 1961-62 to 
1978-79. In 1961-62 some 90.1% were attending in their home province. 
In 1978-79, the figure was 91.1%. 


As the following tables show, there were variations among 
provinces which in the case of Prince Edward Island, for example, can 
be explained by the fact that no graduate instruction is offered there.

While Statistics Canada has incomplete data on the age of 
non-university post-secondary students, it has, since 1971-72, 
collected information annually on university students in a quite 
comprehensive manner. The results are interesting, suggesting as they 
do that for Canada as a whole there has been very little change from 
1971-72 to 1978-79 in the percentage of students in the traditional 
college age groups. Note that the percentages are calculated in terms 
of the total number of students in each category for whom age was 
reported.
